A Trip Through Those States—W hat 
One sees—The Present and Future

Ar Hour in the Room Of Génetal 
Lee—His ,Office Habits. 


(From the Lexington (Va.) Gazette. 
In strolling around the first spring 
day we stopped at the Memorial chapei 
and passed through the rooms partic- 
ularly associated with the memory of 
General Lee. The guard, a student of 
the University, walked with usthrough 
the apartments. 

Over the marbie slab in the centre of 
the library-room are wreaths of flowers, 
crosses, and crowns of immortelles in a 
circle of autumn leaves. The marble is 
Inserted In the floor and over the vault. 
From this room a door leads iato the 
office once used by the secretary of the 
Faculty. This is now bare and empty. 
From the apartment a door opens into 
a small hall, and then into the “Gener- 
al’s Room,” as it is called. It is well 
Known that its furniture has never been 
pres It remains as lett by General 

ce. 
The round table in the centre of the 
room is still covered with papers, all 
orderly arranged, The scraps of bilan: 
paper were kept in a systematic man- 
ner. A protessor tock a picce for a 
memorandum, when the Genera! handed 
him a fragment trom another lot. He 
had intended the first sheet for anetiner 


purpose. All his writing was doce at 
thistable. He used an arm-chair with 


leather seat and on rollers. He wrote 
rapidly, rarely interlining or omitting 
words. There were no such things as 
rough drafts. iie tinished at a single 
heat whatever he had in hand. 

When his teelings were enlisted the 
pen never paused down to the last pe- 
riod. His “ orders,” or rather address¢s 
to the students and important cories- 
pondence were finished with the ink 
wet on the first liacs. He never dicta- 
ted, and use‘ the official secretary spar- 
lngly. 

His favorite peu was a large gold one, 
of a curlous model. It was almost as 
broad as it was long. It heart- 
shaped. A firmin Baltimore owned 
the pattern. The first pen of this kind 
used by him was accidentally injured. 
The writer, at the request of General 
Lee, carried it to Baltimore while on a 
northern trip aud had it repaired and 
another made from the original die. 
The inkstand is stili on the round 
tuble. ‘Lic ink is raised by atmospheric 
pressure applied by a screw. Tue in 


structions on it directed the ink to be 


lowered wher not in use. He never 
faiied to turn the screw and let the ink 
down into the stand before leaving the 
One of his secretaries noticed 
lis regularity in this particular. 

There was a lounge in the room, but 
he never was known to rest bimselt for 
amoment on it, There never Was a 
pair of slippers or a rote de chambre in 
his room. It is needless to say no cigars 
or pipes were there—hbe wasn’t friendly 
to twubacco. But once was he known to 
Violate the smuliest propriety of his po- 
sition, During a dull routine of “Fac- 
ulty meeting,” in warm weather, the 
President dozed tora few moments. He 
Sat us usual, erect, but his eyes gently 


yielded to the heat and bum- 
drum. His colleagues with courtly 


grace let the business pause till the 
brief nep ended, and then started with 
the last words the chairman had heard.

Strange C —Woman of Many 
Husbands. 


One of the strangest careers of mod- 
ern times has just terminated in the 
death of Lady Ellenborough at Damas- | 
cus. Forty years ago she was one of 
the most nuted women in Europe, and 
her residence in the East has long been 
a sort of scandalous romance. The, 
daughter of the late Admiral Sir Henry 
Digby, beautiful, witty and rich, she’ 
married in 1824 the Earl of Ellenbo- 
rough, who was afterward Governor- 
General of India, and who at that time 
was one of the most brilliant men of 
the day. She was about seventeen years 
ot age at the time of ber-martiage, and | 
Eilenborough, who was a widower, was 
thirty-four. They lived together some 
six years, and her dissolute conduct 
was a cause of scancal for some time 
previous to the -catastrophe of her 
elopement with Prince Felix Schwar. 
zenberg, a celebrated roue, then Aus- 
trian Minister in London. The event 
caused an immense sensation in the 
world of aristocracy and fashion. El- 
lenborough procured ‘a divorce from 
Parliament, and never married again ; 
but bis runaway wife sovn separate: 
from Schwarzenberg, and tn 1832 mar- 
ried Baron Veningen, a Bavarian. Tir- 
ing of him presently, and with her great 
wealth and _ personal fascinations 
having hittle difficulty pro- 
curing divorces under the easy 
laws of Germany, she was married 
in succession to five other individuals ; 
but as none of these ucions met her ex- 
pectations, they were all dissolved after 
a short duration. In 1848 she was liv- 
ing in Athens with ber eighth husband, 
a Greek cuvlonel, Count Theodoki ; but 
wittout waiting to become a widow 
she bad this marriage also dissolved, 
and set out for the Evrant. During a 
journey trom Beyrout to Damascus she 
found a new affinity in the person of an 
Arab camel driver, known as Sheik 
Abdul, whom she married aiter the 
Arab fashion, and who was the ninth 
and last of her conjugal partners. Fora 
a whole year she accompanied 
him on his journeys between Beyrout 
ani Babylon, faithfully fulfilling ail the 
duties of a camel driver's wile, even to 
milking thecamels. Tiring of this no- 
madic life, she built for herself a 
charming palace in Damascus, where 
she has since lived in her own style, a 
great object of curiosity to all European 
travelers. Abdul, continuing in busi- 
ness as acamel driver, was hos- 
pitably entertained by her whenever he 
came to the place. And now she is 
dead, having completed nearly thbree- 
score and ten years, leaving a col ssa! 
fortune to her selatives of the Digby 
family in England, and a memory of 
warning and ot shame.
